_A collision on a fog shrouded 
highway claimed the life of a young 
teacher on the way to school last Fri- 
day morning, The accident happened 
about 7:30 a.m. just South of the Ba- 
sin Baptist Church.

Elba man indicted for the 


rape of a 12-

An Elba man has been indicted 
by a Coffee County grand jury for 
the alleged rape of a 12-year-old 
New Brockton girl, 

Mark Lavelle Stokes, age 24, of 
Route 2, Elba, is charged with rape 
in the first degree, 

The incident occurred during the 
carly hours of Sunday, May 10, 
1992, 

According to testimony by the 
victim in a preliminary hearing held 
in July, she was spending the night 
at the house of Stokes’ brother on 
the night of the alleged rape. 

She testified that she was awaken 
by the defendant at approximately 2 
am, and told to accompany him, 
Stokes, to his house because his 
brother, Greg, and his wife were 
having an argument. 

Testimony by Bruce Devane, 
chief investigator for the District At- 
torney's Office, revealed that Stokes 
and his brother had been to Opp to 
visit another brother in the hospital. 
They had stopped by a local night- 
club on their way home, 

According to Devane, when the 
two arrived at Greg Stokes’ home 
just outside Elba, Greg and his wife 
became engaged in an argument be- 
cause the two men were late in com- 
ing home, This, according to De- 
vane, is when the victim was awaken 
by the defendant and told that she 
would be better off sleeping at his 
house, 

During testimony by the victim, 
she admitted accompanying Stokes 
to his home willingly but not to en- 
gaging in sex with him,

A group called Government WasteWatch keeps up with happenings in 
Washington. Their latest report on how the legislature is doing contains 
the results of seven U. S. Senate waste votes. According to this group the 
taxpayers lost four major votes and won on three bills, One bill we wanted 
was tO pul a moratorium on private mining on public land. We are almost 
giving away the mineral deposits on public land ... we could be using this 
to balance the budget or feed the hungry. Another would have extended 
the civil rights act to congress.

AMENDMENT NO. 1; 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 

Section 1. Declaration of 
Purpose 

The Legislature of Alabama 
finds that Alabama is endowed 
with a rich diversily of natural 
areas having unique ecological 
sysiems, plant and animal life, 
geological formations, wildlife 
habitats, recreational values and 
scenic beauty As a part of the 
continuing growth of the popula- 
tion and the economic develop- 
ment of the state, it is necessary 
and desirable that certain lands 
and waters be set aside, managed 
and preserved for use as state 
Parks, nature preserves, recrea- 
tion areas, and wildlife manage- 
ment areas In order to meet the 
State's outdoor recreation needs 
and to protect the natural heritage 
of Alabama for the benefit of 
present and future generations, it 
is the policy of the state to:

In Southem Florida, the same re 
cently occurred, this time not the result 
of swift waters but of one of nature's 
most violent storms, the hurricane In Au- 
gust of this year many residents in the 
Miami-Homestead area were told to 
leave their homes and move to higher 
ground. When Andrew hit he claimed 
several lives and caused more property 
damage than any other storm in U. §. 
History. We, the residents of Elba, hav 
ing been through the same struggle, were 
able to relate to the victims and their 
losses. But now a “scandal” has arisen. If 
you've seen aerial photographs of south 
Dade County, chances are you saw whut 
appeared to be a checkerboard pattem in 
the destruction. There are spots where 
homes have only minor damage and 
spots where homes are totally destroyed. 
Upon further inspection of these disaster 
areas, it seems that one of Florida's larg- 
est contractors has been selling shacks 
instead of homes. The reports of houses 
with exterior walls of masonite less than 
one-half inch thick are ridiculous. It is no 
coincidence that these disaster areas cor- 
respond to neighborhoods developed by 
the same contractor. Try to imagine re 
turning to your home and finding out 
that it was only a stack of toothpicks! 
Truly the people of Elba who have been 
through the flood and those who have 
been through similar disasters can sym- 


pathize for and know exactly where 
these people are coming from:-at least 
we had an acceptable reason for the de 
struction of our homes and property. Fi- 
nally, we have heard that many of the 
residents are banning together and filing 
a lawsuit against the company, We wish 
them the best of luck and hope they get 
every penny that is due them--we know 
they deserve it. 

Recently we discussed, in our govern- 
ment class, the situation of a school in 
Chicago were all extracurricular activi- 
lies are about to be cut out of the school 
because of a lack of money. This is truly 
a shame. Could you imagine a day at 
EHS without a band, yearbook, FFA, 
cheerleading, or football? However, 
there is one major difference in their cur- 
rent economic situation and ours. All of 
their clubs are economically supported 
by the school itself. They do not have to 
constantly be bothered with the burden 
of fund raisers. | know that each of you 
feel just like us when we say that most 
fund raisers are a hassle. Be thankful 
though, because if we did not have these 
fund raisers, we would not have clubs ei- 
ther, The next time you feel bothered or 
frustrated by a fund raiser, take the time 
and think twice, because all of EHS's 
clubs need the money. We have some of 
the best clubs in the area at EHS, and re- 
member that and be proud. Afterall, they 
represent you and your ambitions. Help 
keep that EHS pride going strong!
